thanks to the modern mode of the 
best window dressing. 
Simplicity is the new mode, a 
simplicity achieved by the u^c of 
light, transpartcnt fabrics, simply 
I raped. 
There was a time when every well- 
furnished home boasted its stiff 
and heavy English Nottingham- 
lace curtains, or Swiss lace cur­ 
tains, with elaborate patterns ex­ 
ecuted in tape, applied in lovers 
knots and dreadful rosettes which 
closely .resembled miniature life 
preservers. 
The stifler these cur­ 
tains were, the handsomer they 
were considered. 
It had apparently never, at that 
time, occurred to those who set the 
fashions in interior decorations, 
that the window is just the frame 
for a picture outside, and that 
what we hang over it should be 
merely a veil which we plat* be­ 
tween ourselves and the outdoors 
something to i nsure us privacy 
without shutting off the picture 
outside. The veiling must be trans­ 
parent, and it also must be flatter­ 
ing, just as the veil which a clever 
woman chooses to put over her 
face will be flattering. 
It should 
veil the window in a restful man­ 
ner. 
softly 
diffusing the 
light 
which comes in. 
Therefore it 
must not be a dead white. 
Many a woman never stops to 
think of that important matter, the 
outward appearance of her house, 
when she sets forth to buy cur­ 
tains. 
She buys heavy ecru lace 
for the parlor, yellow silk for the 
front hall, cream marquisette for 
the dining room, pink organdie for 
Bessie’s bedroom, stencilled un­ 
bleached muslin for Bobby’s nice, 
boyish room, and white dotted 
Swiss for her own.

A glass cur­ 
tain is simply a very thin, trans­ 
parent curtain, usually of net, 
which is hung next to the pane, to 
secure privacy for those inside, 
and also to diffuse the light more I 
agreeably than when it shines di- 1 
reedy through the bare glass. Then, I 
over the glass curtain, any color I 
and material may be used for side 
curtains and top valances.

And, forsooth, who does not, for 
the popular needlework of today 
includes the elementary stitches 
that we were taught in the kinder­ 
garten. and are so simple we could 
never forget 
In one of these photographs is 
shown a pretty negligee employing 
hand embroidery done in an all­ 
over pattern, with sprays of tiny 
rosebuds sprinkled over the entire 
surface. They may he done with 
French 
knots 
or 
the 
regular 
stitch. 
They are done in rose 
colors on a pale blue crepe de 
chine, with rose crq>e de chine 
used as a long shawl collar that 
finishes in a scarf end with a lan- 
gorous tassel dripping from it. 
The rose crepe finishes the wide 
sleeves as a double fold, and an­ 
other one. set back aways adds a 
decorative quality. 
The buckle it 
bound with soutache braid in rose 
colors. 
Did you know mat maraomi was 
returning to favor as trimming for 
rvening gowns and negligees ? As 
rn evidence, view this pretty model 
n the photograph. While the mar- 
ibou looks dark, it is really yellow, 
md it is combined here with a 
novelty fabric having a yellow 
foundation 
deliciously embossed 
with violet velvet. 
The effect is 
delightful, for the downy sub­ 
stance of the marabou is particu- 
arly becoming, and so dainty that 
,t is essentially appropriate for 
such use. 
Another especially pretty trim­ 
ming for negligees is lace, and 
those who can ignore the practical, 
should choose the combination of 
chiffon and lace. 
Quantities of 
each will be necessary for one 
negligee for never is a transparent 
fabric used in single thickness, 
that is, it is over-draped in some 
fashion, not always following the 
:rend of the line underneath, and 
not always being in the same color. 
When finished it is quite opaque. 
The lace may be wide banding or

to 
portions 
which are made so long as to 
achieve an irregular line at the 
bottom, or actually trail the floor.
